SUIENTIFIC AND INUUSTHEAL.

The distanes from the farthest point

Sufforers From s Glibberish Aphasia,”

The Edinburgh Medical Jonrnal
publishes un article which, smong
other things, discnsses the question of
the offects of brain chisnges on speech,
A patient is mentioned who suffered
from what is called “‘gibberish
aphasia,”  This poor man knew as
well us anybody elso exnotly what was
going on around him.  He was per-
feotly sane in wll reapeots, wnd, if his
tongue would have obeywd his under:
standing, all would have been well
But when ho began to speak nothing
whatever but absolute “‘gibberish”
would come out of his mouth, The
only coherent words he eonld utter,
nnd those only at times and by seci-
dent, were I you lrllsll.‘w, sir."
Another putient, who also was sane,
could wvot even read aloud correctly
from n book whon the page was open

VALUE ROADS

ARBSULTS OF AN INQUIRY DIRECT-
ED TO INDIANA FARMERS.

OF Goop

Profit In Dollars and Cents From
Improved Highways, and Anunal
Loss Due to Poor Hoads,

ANY personsare nconustomed,
when wspprosched with a
project for romd improve-
G4 ment, to put the matzer off
as they wonld a laxury "‘until better
titnew."  While they ncknowledge that
better pnblie highways would be a vory
nios thing st certain seasons of the
year it never sneoms to have dawned
upon them that to improve the rouds
wonld be an investment, just Hke rais-
ing higher grade stock or using im-
proved snd labor-saving machinery,
which would soon pay for itsell. Un-
fortunately this class of people hus
been in the majority both in town snd
country, where sohid roads are most
neoded, and their want of progress has
seriously ologged many sn entorprise
of valne to the community.

It has long been known in a general
way that no better outlay of a fow hnn-
dred dollars conlil be made by the far-
mer or conntry merehant thean in build-
ing rock or gravel roads, but sttempls
to reduce the practioal value to dul-
lars and cents have seldom heen sinde.
A gentleman in Northern lndisna re-
cently nndertook fo find out what the
farmers themselves thonght of the
matter. Ta answer to his inguivies
letters were received from farmersin
forty counties of the Binte, some of
which were provided with turnpike
and gome not, Some of them took o
very pessimitio view of the rowd im-
provement, sand some were unduly elnt
eil over the posssssion of splendid high.
ways. Tho average was taken on the
various propositions, however, just ns
the replies came in, and the resalt s
extremely interesting.

The farmers estimsted that by rea
son of the roadsalready improved their
lands had inereased in valne an sver-
age of 86.48 an acre, one entluisiast
placing it at 100 pereent.  1f all rosds
wero improved the ‘nereass wus esti-
mated at 80 an acre, Ho the incronse
of valus alone on esch section of land
wonld amonunt to 85760, or enongh to
maondamize four miles, which is twice
os muoh rond as a section contains
That is one phase of the question, The
annual loss dug to poor rosds was
placed at 76 1-5 cents an acre, which
is manifestly too low. Accepting it ae
correct, however, the loss from poor
roads in five years wounld amonut to
22432 for each section, or enough to
build two miles of good road at 31216
each, which is considerabily more thun
the nverage cost por mile in Indinna.
The netual money vilue of pood ronds,
obtained by adding the loss for not
having them to the gain if you did, is
86000 for every 640 neres, and increnscs
by nearly 8500 every vear

These are facts, ice-vold ki not pos-
gible to contest.  With good ronds the
farmer wonld make & greal economy
of time and force in transportation be-
tween farm and market; he wonld be
able to take advantage of market Hlie-
tustious in buying and selling; he
could do the hanling of farm products
and pnrchm«:el commodditios in the time
of grestest leisure; the wour nud tesr
upon  horses, harners and vehieles
would be grestly reduced. The mar-
kot value of his farm would be groatly
enhanoed, so that, ot the lowcst esti-
mate, liis 300 peres would be worth
Q1880 more, while st least 3260 wonld
be saved every yenr. ‘These wro the
facts brought ont by Mr. W. . Latta
in the journal known s Paving, sod
they are worthy the closest nttention
by furmer and townsman alike. —Kanp-
sas City Times
